Dr. Singer replied that the Rector had not responded but that he would took into the matter again 


Remarks from the Dean and the Vice-Deans 


Dr. Singer reported that: 
The Faculty had hired 21 tenure-track faculty members os far this year. The Chairs had started 


discussing hiring priorities for the next few years and we anticipated advertising the hiring of 
another 50 tenure-track positions over the next three years. 

+ The Faculty would be hiring up to 50 limited-term appointments for the 2000/01 academic year. 

- The Board of Gavernors had approved the University’s space plan. 

There would be five vice-deans in the Faculty next year: Dr. Robert Roy, Vice-Dean Planning; Dr. 

William Knitter, Vice-Dean Administrative Affairs; Dr. Frances Shaver, Vice-Dean Stucfent Affairs; 

Or. John Capobianco, Vice-Dean Research and international Relations; and Dr. Robert Kilgour, 

Vice-Dean Curriculum and Appraisals. 

- Summer enrolments seemed to be hold their own. 

- Donald Chambers had informed him that fall registration were down at the moment but that there 
were a significant number of new applications from international students. 

- The FPTC had completed their deliberations regarding performance review. He would be sending 
out the letters by June 1°. 

+ The Faculty would be handing out 10 international student scholarships of $5,000 to new students 
studying at the undergraduate level. 

- The first meeting of the External Advisory Board would be held on June 14”. 


Or. Shaver reported that: 
- Outstanding grades must be in within the next few days. 
- Reminded Council that she was seeking nominations for Valedictorian for both ceremonies. 


- The Thursday Report was looking for stories of “great grads.”
